erty in Knox county. 
.The petition states that forty illegal 


votes were cast lor Coyner at'.the Del- 
aware county infirmary and that the 
judges of election instructed the voters 
Ihere how to mark their" ballots. The 
petition also says that there are man> 
disputed ballots in each of the three 
counties in the district which is com-

counties.

Chicago, Nov. 1!).—A dense fog that 


hung over the city this morning was 
responsible for a number of wrecks 
on elevated and surface lines that,re- 
sulted in two deaths and injury to a 
score or more passengers. The most 
serious wreck was at the

street station of the Metropolitan line 
where two cars crashed together, kill- 
ing James Meaney, aged 19. and prob- 
ably fatally injuring Peter Anderson 
Four other pasesngers were so badly 
injured that it was found necessary to 
remove them to the county hospital.

HISTORIC TREE BURNED. 


Giant Cottonfrood on the Kloopfer 


Farm Jm Set on Five. 


The gigantic Kloupfer cottonwood 


tree, the largest tree in tee United 
States excepting the redwoods of Cali- 
fornia, which has stood for more than 
a thousand years two miles west of the 
present site of Wilmette, on land owned 
by Michael Kloupfer, was set on fire a 
few nights ago, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. The fire burned to a height of 
sixty feet The Evanston Historical so- 
ciety, which has taken much trouble to 
preserve this cottonwood monarch, will 
try to learn who started the fire. 


The Kloupfer tree is a historical land- 


mark. It was the meeting place of the 
Pottawatomie Indians, who found room 
for forty persons in the hollow trunk. 
Its topmost branch, 170 feet above the 
ground, could be seen for miles, and 
upon its trunk, which is eighteen feet 
in diameter, were the marks of the old 
Mackinac trail. Marquette, La Salle. 
Joliet, Hennepin and many other Jesu- 
its visited the tree with the Indiana. 
During the days when stagecoaches 
ran from Chicago to Green Bay the tree 
was used as a "blind pig" and at one 
time sheltered a homeless family.- 


Manic ox Brought From tbe Arctic. 


The whaling steamer Beluga, Captain 


Bodfish, reached San Francisco from 
the arctic tne other evening, seventeen 
days from Port Clarence. A live musk 
ox, said to be the first ever brought to 
San Francisco, arrived on the Beluga 
from the arctic coast and is expected to 
be a great curiosity, says the New York 
Tribune. It is the property of Captain 
Bodfish, who will make the best possi- 
ble disposition of tbe rare animal. Al- 
though skins of musk ox have been 
brought from the arctic in large num- 
bers, attempts to bring the animal itself 
to this southera latitude have always 
heretofore proved futile, the musk ox 
being peculiarly susceptible to change.

WHOLE CITY AROUSED 


Lockjaw Follows Vaccination 


of School Children. 


NEARLY A DOZEN TOTS HAVE DIED. 


Board of Health of Cuiiideii, Xe\v Jer- 


sey, Requests Physicians to Cease 
Vaccinating Until a Thorough In- 
vestigation Has Been Made—Action 
of the Co net. 
Philadelphia, Nor 
19.—The alarm 


that has been caused by the nine 
cases of tetanus following vaccination 
in Camden, N. J., has aroused the city 
officials there to take official notice of 
the matter. The board of health and 
the board of education each held meet- 
ings. The former decided to request 
physicians to cease vaccinating per- 
sons until an investigation as to the 
cause of the lockjaw cases has been 
made, and the latter rescinded the or- 
der of compulsory vaccination of all 
school children. Of the nine cases of 
tetanus so far reported, seven of the 
victims have died and the other two 
are still in a dangerous condition. 


The board of health appointed a 


committee of three to act in conjunc- 
tion with the county physician and 
make a complete investigation of the 
whole matter. Dr. H. H. Davis, presi- 
dent of the board, in stating the pur- 
pose of the call said he did not believe 
that vaccination was the direct cause 
of tetanus, but as the commumtj was 
thoroughly aroused and the people 
were looking to the board of health 
for some action, he therefore believed 
something should be done. 


There have been several cases of 


tetanus following vaccination reported 
In Philadelphia, but no official action 
has been taken. The question of com- 
pulsory vaccination of school children 
and teachers has been taken to the 
courts and resulted in a verdict in 
favor of vaccination. The cass was 
that of a. girls' high school teacher 
who refused to be vaccinated. She 
was suspended by the school board 
and she carried her case to the court. 
The board was sustained and the 
teacher was dismissed from the serv- 
ice of the city. She has taken an ap- 
peal to the superior court. 


Another Victim. 


Atlantic City.N. J., Nov. 19.—Bessie 


Kessler, aged 9, died of lockjaw. She 
had recently been vaccinated. This 
is the third death from lockjaw here 
in the past two weeks. 


Cubans and Reciprocity. 


New York, Nov. 19.—A delegation of 


prominent Cubans, who are coming to 
this country to present to President 
Roosevelt a petition for reciprocity 
between the island of Cuba and the 
United States, is expected hourly to 
arrive in New York on the steamship 
Morro Castle. The delegation repre- 
sents the general center of merchants 
and manufacturers of the island of 
Cuba and other Cuban economic or- 
ganizations. By previous arrangement 
all the chambers of commerce, trades 
unions and other commercial, indus- 
trial and economic organizations in 
Cuba, as well as the municipal and 
provincial councils, held special meet- 
ings on Oct. 3 and ga-e their approval 
to a petition which had been piepared 
for presentation to the president. 


Another Note From Miss Stone. 
Sofia, Nov. 19.—Another letter has 


been received from Miss Ellen M. 
Stone. 
Her health has been some- 


what affected by her continual con- 
finement and hard fare, but she ex- 
presses herself as still confident of 
ultimate release. A letter to Mr. Dick- 
inson, diplomatic agent of the United 
States at Sofia, replying to his pro- 
posals concerning a ransom, says the 
brigands will hold for a figure very 
much above the sum at Mr Dickin- 
son's command. The brigands inter- 
pret Mr. Dickinson's not having fixed 
on the sum he is willing to pay and 
on a time limit as being ind'cations 
that he can get more money. They 
also ask immunity from prosecution. 


Want Canadian Recruits. 


Ottawa, Nov. 19.—Cables are pass- 


ing between the imperial and the Do- 
minion governments in regard to the 
recruiting of another contingent o f j 
troops in Canada for service in South 
Africa. The premier is absent in Que- 
bec and the minister of militia is in 
Boston, and no official statement is 
obtainable. The only thing that Can-, 
ada is likely to do in the matter is 
to afford any facilities that Great 
Britain may desire for recruiting in! 
Canada.
